An alleged domestic terror plot that 
reached from a quiet, west Ottawa neigh¬ 
bourhood to Iran, Dubai, Pakistan and the 
killing fields of Afghanistan has been bust¬ 
ed following a year of surveillance, police 
said Thursday. 

Three men, all Canadian citizens, are in 
custody after an investigation by 100 
Mounties with the assistance of the Canadi¬ 
an Security Intelligence Service, the Cana¬ 
dian Border Services Agency, the Surete du 
Quebec and police in Ottawa and London, 
Ont. 

Hiva Mohammad Alizadeh, 30, and Mis- 
bahuddin Ahmed, 26, both of Ottawa and 
Khurram Syed Sher, 28, of London, Ont., 
have been charged in the plot. 

Their arrests came after police seized 
more than 50 electronic circuit boards they 
allege were designed to be remote detona¬ 
tors for bombs, as well as terrorist litera¬ 
ture and bomb-related documents. 

The Mounties described the three as 
members of a home-grown terrorist group, 
although they said Alizadeh is a member of

another terror group with links to the 
Afghan war. Alizadeh is charged with con¬ 
spiracy, committing an act for terrorism 
purposes and providing or making avail¬ 
able property for terrorism purposes. He is 
also charged with making or having “an ex¬ 
plosive substance” with the intent to en¬ 
danger life or cause serious damage to 
property, the Canadian press 
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Murder charge laid in cold case 


RCMP have laid a second- 
degree murder charge in 
connection with a nine- 
year-old homicide. 

Stewart Elwood Drost, 
37, of Canterbury, N.B., 
was arrested on Wednes¬ 
day near Wakefield, N.B., 
and will be returned to 
Edmonton to face the 
charge, which stems from 
a trailer fire in Rainbow 
Lake on June 24, 2001. 

The body of Rachel 
Gabriel, a well-known 
community member, was 


found in the remains of 
the trailer in the remote, 
northwestern Alberta 
town. 

Since then, the Moun- 
ties’ historical homicide 
unit has been investigat¬ 
ing. 

The unit was created in 
2000 under a mandate to 
review, assess, prioritize 
and conduct follow-up in¬ 
vestigations on RCMP un¬ 
solved homicide files 
within Alberta. 

Since its inception, 


more than 100 historic 
homicides have been re¬ 
viewed and Gabriel’s 
homicide was one of the 
unit’s priorities. 

Drost appeared in New 
Brunswick court on 
Thursday and was re¬ 
manded in custody. He 
will be returned to Ed¬ 
monton to appear in 
provincial court next 
week. The date of his ap¬ 
pearance is undetermined 
at this time.

Falcons hope to 
get by with a little 
help from friends

Birds of a feather flock to¬ 
gether — and city fire¬ 
fighters are helping a pair 
of nesting peregrine fal¬ 
cons find a new home. 

Two falcons have used 
the top of one of the High 
Level Bridge’s cement pil¬ 
lars as a nesting site for 
the past three years. 

But Gordon Court, a bi¬ 
ologist with the province, 
asked Fire Rescue Services 
for help in making the 
site a safer environment 
for the birds to raise their 
young. 

“Every time it rains the 
eggs float and start to lose 
fertility,” Court said. 

“It’s not an ideal situa¬ 
tion.” 

The solution, according 
to Court, is to lower a box 
containing a tray of gravel 
onto the pillars, in the 
hopes that the falcons 
will move in. 

Court said peregrines 
disappeared from most of 
North America in the

1960s and 1970s as a re¬ 
sult of pesticide pollution, 
but lately biologists are 
seeing an encouraging 
rise in numbers.

“Historically we had as 
many as seven or eight 
pairs between Devon and 
Fort Saskatchewan.” 

There are no guaran¬ 
tees that the birds will 
claim the new nests, but 
Court is optimistic.

Canada is on track to have 
the hottest year on record 
by far — if La Nina doesn’t 
blow it. 

From Januaiy through 
July, it has been 3.5 de¬ 
grees warmer than nor¬ 
mal, says Environment 
Canada’s David Phillips. 

That’s considerably 
warmer than the record 
set in 1998, when tempera¬ 
tures hovered almost 2.5 
degrees higher than nor¬ 
mal for the whole year 
across the country. 

“Unless we get into a 
big deep freeze from Sep¬ 
tember on, this one cer¬ 
tainly looks like it will be 
the warmest of all,” 
Phillips said.

La Nina usually brings 
cooler weather to Western 
Canada. 

But Phillips said he be¬ 
lieves it won’t have a 
dampening enough effect 
to keep 2010 out of the 
record books. 

Phillips guarantees we 
won’t have a winter like 
last year, when it was four 
degrees warmer than usu¬ 
al.

RCMP destroys 
illegal poppy 
field in B.C. 


O Mountie says 60,000-plant crop is indicative of high 
demand in the community for poppy-derived drugs 


Mounties have wiped out a 
field of opium poppies in 
B.C.’s Fraser Valley in a first- 
of-its-kind drug bust that’s 
also revealed a much larger 
problem within the South 
Asian community. 

Police believe the flower 
pods were meant to make 
the drug doda, which gives 
its users an opium-lilce high 
and is said to be commonly 
used by taxi and truck driv¬ 
ers. 

Chilliwack RCMP say the 
illegal crop on almost three 
hectares was the largest 
opium-poppy field ever 
found in Canada and the 
60,000 mature plants were 


almost ready to harvest. 

Because it’s a crop more 
well known to Afghanistan 
than Canada, Cpl. Lea-Anne 
Dunlop said RCMP investi¬ 
gators knew very little 
about opium poppies and 
had to do some research 
just to get a search warrant. 

Their next concern was 
to act quickly, she said. 

After gathering their evi¬ 
dence, RCMP hired a near¬ 
by farmer in the 
community, about 100 
kilometres east of Vancou¬ 
ver, to plow the crop un¬ 
der. Police will also be 
watching the field next 
spring to make sure the

Dancer beats onerous debt law 


An exotic dancer from 
Moldova who was jailed for 
not paying her debts in 
South Africa has helped get 
the countiy’s law changed. 

Tatiana Malachi was 
brought to South Africa in 
2008 by House of Rasputin 
Properties, which ran a 
Cape Town dance club. The 
owners said she owed 
them for the money spent 
on her accommodation, 
visas and other travel costs. 


The owners kept her 
passport to ensure she 
paid. When they learned 
she had sought help from 
Russian diplomats and 
planned to leave the coun- 
tiy in July 2009, they had 
her arrested. After spend¬ 
ing two weeks in jail she 
returned to Moldova. 

In a ruling this week, 
South Africa’s highest 
court said portions of the 
country’s debt law dating 


back to 1944 allowing for 
such detention were un¬ 
constitutional. 

In his ruling, constitu¬ 
tional Court Justice Mogo- 
eng wa Mogoeng ordered 
anyone being held in 
prison for unpaid debt 
should be “released with 
immediate effect.” 

Mogoeng said that al¬ 
though Malachi triumphed 
in court, “nothing can un¬ 
do the degrading effect of 


incarceration.” 

“Freedom is an impor¬ 
tant right. The detention of 
any person without a just 
cause is a severe and egre¬ 
gious limitation of that 
right,” Mogoeng said. 

He said it would be diffi¬ 
cult to imagine circum¬ 
stances in which a law 
allowing detention with¬ 
out cause could be justi¬ 
fied.

Tired of paying taxes? 
Grab an axe and go 
spill some blood ... 
virtually. 

I n an article 

published two years 
ago, I told the story 
of a young Montreal¬ 
er who earned $3,000 
a month selling virtual 
dresses and T-shirts to 
players of Second Life. In 
this online game, 
millions of people walk 
avatars (virtual selves) in¬ 
to nightclubs and other 
imaginary places. They 
pay real dollars to buy 
their avatars a sexy hair¬ 
cut, a little cat, a house ... 
even a penis. 

Meanwhile, “gold farm¬ 


ers” in China spend their 
days slashing monsters 
with their swords and 
stealing their gold pieces 
in World of Warcraft. 
These gold pieces are 
then sold over the Inter¬ 
net to other players who 
need them to progress in 
the game. Estimated prof¬ 
it: $2,000 US per day. 

Two years later, what 
has changed? “Second 
Life has slowed down a 
bit, but Facebook games 
like FarmVille are explod¬ 
ing,” says Michele Blanc, 
senior partner at 
Analyweb. Last year, 70- 
million people (your 
friends?) spent $500 mil¬ 
lion US to feed non-exis¬ 
tent pigs and decorate 
their virtual farms. 

A parallel economy is 


growing at a breakneck 
pace. From $800 million 
US two years ago, the an¬ 
nual value of goods trad¬ 
ed in virtual worlds on 
the Internet has now 
reached $1.5 billion. At 
the current exchange rate 
of 200 per U.S. dollar, the 
World of Warcraft gold 
coin is faring better than 
most South American cur¬ 
rencies.

swords, armour, etc. — 
created and traded by 
players in the realm of 
Norrath, a region of the 
game EverQuest. GDP per 
capita: $2,280 US. Average 
hourly wage: $3.42. These 
figures put the economy 
of Norrath above those of 
China and India. 

The United States and 
Canada do not tax flying 
castles or dresses made of 
pixels.

Shell seeks to 
share oilsands 
cleanup tech 

CALGARY. Shell Canada 
Ltd. wants to share new 
tailings cleanup technol¬ 
ogy it recently rolled out 
at its Muskeg River 
oilsands mine with oth¬ 
ers in the industry. 

Tailings — a mixture 
of sand, clay, water and 
residual bitumen — are 
a byproduct of the 
oilsands extraction 
process. 

Shell said its technol¬ 
ogy — called atmospher¬ 
ic fines drying — cuts 
the time it takes to 
remove the harmful 
byproducts, and for the 
land to be reclaimed to 
its natural state.

3-D TECHNOLOGY 

Race is on 
to shed 
the specs 

Sony Corp. is working on 
3-D televisions that don’t 
need special glasses, join¬ 
ing a race with rival 
Toshiba Corp., but there 
are financial and techno¬ 
logical hurdles to over¬ 
come before they can go 
on sale. 

Toshiba said earlier 
this week it is working 
on glasses-ffee 3-D TVs, 
although no decision had 
been made on when they 
will go on sale. 

“Seeing 3-D without 
glasses is more conven¬ 
ient,” Sony senior vice- 
president Yoshihisa 
Ishida said Thursday. 
“We must take account 
of pricing before we can 
think about when to 
start offering them.” 

Sony showed its latest 
3-D products for the 
Japanese market, includ¬ 
ing flat-panel TVs and 


Blu-ray recorders. 

Sony said it plans to 
be No. 1 in market share 
in Japan in 3-D TVs and 3- 
D players and recorders, 
taking advantage of its 
position as an electronics 
maker with a movie stu¬ 
dio. 

Sony said it will start 
selling two films and two 
music videos in 3-D next 
month, and planned 
home software of 3-D 
theatre releases, includ¬ 
ing a 3-D Spider-Man 
opening in 2012.

Employee 
earnings 
increased 
by 4% 

Canadians have been 
bringing home more 
money each week than 
they did during the eco¬ 
nomic downturn, when 
jobs and workers’ hours 
were slashed, but econo¬ 
mists warn a return to 
recession in the U.S. 
could derail rising 
incomes. 

“My concern is that if 
we get a double dip (re¬ 
cession) in the U.S., 
we’re certainly going to 
feel that in Canada, so I 
think we’re in for an ex¬ 
tended period where un¬ 
employment remains — 
at best — at or near 
eight per cent,” says An¬ 
drew Jackson, chief 
economist at the Cana¬ 


dian Labour Congress. 

“And you will not see 
significant wage growth 
with unemployment at 
that level.” 

Statistics Canada re¬ 
ported Thursday that 
the average weekly 
earnings of non-farm 
payroll employees rose 
by four per cent in June 
from a year earlier to 
$853.50. 

But much of the 
weekly earnings increas¬ 
es can be attributed to 
employees on hourly 
wages working more 
hours as employers 
boost output, he said. 

During the recovery, 
wages have increased by 
about two per cent — 
just in line with the 
pace of inflation, 
Jackson said. 

During the recession, 
employers cut spending 
on wages and salaries by 
$9.5 billion, resulting in 
the loss of some 400,000

Danny Trejo feels like he’s 
been preparing to play the 
title character in Machete 
for 14 years — about as 
long as he’s been working 
with writer/director 
Robert Rodriguez. 

“Robert’s been training 
me for this movie since we 
did Desperado, says Trejo, 
who’s appeared in eight of 
Rodriguez’s films. “He 
said, ‘Hey, you’re perfect 
for this character. I want to 
do this movie called Ma¬ 
chete. And that was 14 
years ago. And so, you 
know, 14 years and 
780,000 phone calls later 
— ‘When are we doing Ma¬ 
chete?’ — it was just like 
stepping into the guy.”

And from his first role 
with Rodriguez — as the 
knife-throwing assassin 
Navajas in Desperado — 
Trejo has noticed a com¬ 
mon theme in their collab¬ 
oration: “Basically in each 
movie, if you’ll notice, I 
have some sharp object,” 
he says with a laugh. 

A veteran character ac¬ 
tor who’s appeared on 
screen close to 200 times, 
Trejo gets to finally play 
the lead in Machete, some¬ 
thing he was excited 
about. 

“As far as being the 
lead, the only difference is 


I got to kiss Jessica Alba,” 
he jokes. “It’s a little dif¬ 
ferent because usually you 
show up, you do your stuff 
and you leave. But now 
you’re on the set every 
day. You’re on the set 
every day and you have to 
realize that this is your 
movie. It’s not that your 
attitude is different or 
your performance is differ¬ 
ent. It’s that you just help 
any way you can.” 

While the idea for Ma¬ 
chete came about years 
ago, the character first ap¬ 
peared on screen as some¬ 
thing of a gag. Rodriguez 
filmed a trailer for the 
non-existent film as part 
of his Grindhouse project 
with Quentin Tarantino, 
sandwiched between Ro¬ 
driguez’s Planet Terror 
and Tarantino’s Death 
Proof. For Trejo, filming 


the movie years after 
making the trailer was 
more than a little disori¬ 
enting. 

“Usually you do a trailer 
after doing the movie, so I 
thought I was having, like, 
Alzheimer’s,” Trejo says. 
“‘Did we shoot this movies 
already?”’ 

And with Machete al¬ 
ready being in the public 
consciousness — the trail¬ 
er was one of the most 
popular parts of Grind¬ 
house — the actor and 
filmmaker found they had 
a new set of expectations 
to worry about. 

“I sent Robert a text 
from England, where 
some guys had tattooed 
that picture of Machete on 
their backs,” Trejo remem¬ 
bers. “I thought, ‘Wow, I 
hope they like the 
movie.’” 


Writer and director Robert 
Rodriguez admits he could¬ 
n’t have asked for better 
timing for Machete, as it 
comes just months after 
Arizona passed its contro¬ 
versial immigration law. 

“When you make an ex¬ 
ploitation film you always 
want to have a real issue,” 
he says. “That’s how they 
were always done. 
Exploitation films were fa¬ 
mous for taking an issue 
and exploiting it because 
they could move much 
faster than a studio. Any 
hot topic, they could run 
out and make a movie and 
make a buck on it.” 

While immigration has 
always been a hot-button 
topic in Arizona the 
current events have raised 
the temperature on the sit¬ 
uation. 

“Just recently this just 
became more relevant and 
just gave this movie anoth¬ 
er layer of entertainment,” 
he says. “It’s done in a huge 
sense of fun. It’s supposed 
to make you feel, ‘Wow, 
some of this is really not far 
off the mark.’ Even though 
I tried to make it as much 
made up as possible, you 
couldn’t escape that reality 
is stranger than fiction.”

Director Amir Bar-Lev’s lat¬ 
est documentary takes on 
the controversial figure of 
Pat Tillman, the polarizing 
NFL star turned Afghan 
War casualty who was 
killed by friendly fire de¬ 
spite what the military ini¬ 
tially claimed. Bar-Lev 
presents Tillman’s stoiy 
and how his bereaved fami¬ 
ly was mistreated by the 
same government who 
made their son a martyr 
with a disturbing honesty 
that is sure to bring back 
uncomfortable feelings 
about the war. 

“The greatest review 
that we got was when Pat’s 
family told us that they 
were happy with the film,” 
Bar-Lev told Metro. 

Perhaps the most dis¬ 
turbing aspect of The Till¬ 
man Story is how much 
incriminating footage Bar- 
Lev was able to find. There 
are even scenes from a con¬ 
gressional hearing in 
which government officials 
ranking as high as Donald 
Rumsfeld lied about know¬ 
ing the cause of Tillman’s 
death and were not only 
cleared of taking responsi¬ 
bility, but weren’t even 
properly questioned about 
the issue. 

“None of that footage 
was difficult to obtain, 
which in itself is a tragedy,” 
said Bar-Lev. “When people 
see some of the clips that 
we have, they’ll probably 
think that we got it from 
some Deep Throat garage 
in a paper bag or some¬ 



thing. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. We 
got this footage from the 
mainstream press’ 

archives. Why that stuff 
ended up on the cutting 
room floor of the major 
networks, I think speaks to 
one of the larger concerns 
that the film hopes to ad¬ 
dress.” 

The Tillman Story is a re¬ 
markably honest portrayal 
of a difficult story. Though 
it might clearly be on the 
side of the Tillman family, 
the director only leaned 
that way after a great deal 
of research. 

“I don’t think that the 
job of a filmmaker is to sit 
and look at an issue and 
kind of bean count. You 
know, ‘one fact for the Till¬ 
mans and one fact for the 
government,’” admitted 
Bar-Lev. “My job is to spend 
enough time with a story to 
gather an informed opin¬ 
ion. If somebody wants to 
present a different point of 
view, I’m willing to hear it. 
But until I’m convinced 
otherwise, I’ll defend my 
opinion.”

Joan Rivers jumped right 
in when she was asked to 
be the subject of a docu¬ 
mentary. 

The 75-year-old comedy 
icon didn’t think twice 
about compromising her 
privacy or watching her 
vulnerabilities paraded on¬ 
screen for our entertain¬ 
ment. 

Indeed, Rivers lays her¬ 
self bare in Ricki Stern and 
Anne Sundberg’s film Joan 
Rivers: A Piece of Work, 
which was shot over 14 
roller coaster months in 
Rivers’ life. 

At a time when subjects 
like Anna Wintour and 
Valentino insist on manag¬ 
ing their documentaiy im¬ 
ages, Rivers gave the 
filmmakers total access. 


Right from the opening 
tight close-ups, Rivers 
shares the anger, frustra¬ 
tion, and tears that come 
with being an ageing 
comedienne who imagines 
she is no longer wanted. 

“Tell the truth or don’t 
do it.

Emmy show really 
wants your attention 

O It’s time to renegotiate the broad¬ 
cast rights O Ratings will be crucial 
O Broadcast networks or cable?

When the Emmy Awards 
air Sunday, more is at 
stake than whether 30 
Rock wins its fourth con¬ 
secutive best-series tro¬ 
phy, Mad Men its third or 
Glee its first. 

A crucial tally will be 
the ratings — ammuni¬ 
tion for either the big four 
networks or the Academy 
of Television Arts & Sci¬ 
ences as the two sides ne¬ 
gotiate a new contract for 
the telecast. 

The current agreement, 
reached in 2002 and expir¬ 
ing this year, created an 
annual network rotation 
that brought the ceremo¬ 
ny to ABC, CBS, Fox and 
NBC, and gave the TV 
academy a huge boost in 


its license fees. 

Now the Emmy show 
has a chance to prove that 
it’s riding a wave that has 
lifted other awards broad¬ 
casts this year, with view- 
ership up for shows 
including the Oscars, the 
Golden Globes and the 
Grammy s. 

But what Emmy organ¬ 
izers also might covet is a 
counteroffer. Eight years 
ago, cable’s HBO made a 
splash by bidding to wrest 
away the ceremony with a 
$10 million annual license 
fee when the networks 
were offering $3.3 million. 

“Nothing can help your 
negotiation more than if 
you have another offer on 
the table,” said writer-pro¬ 


ducer Bryce Zabel, who 
was academy chairman 
and CEO at the time. 

“We had a strong argu¬ 
ment that the license fee 
should go up, but it made 
it easier to achieve with 
another offer.” 

Networks ultimately 
agreed to an eight-year 
deal with license fees of 
$4.5 million annually for 
the first four years and 


$7.5 million per year for 
the next four. 

The academy and the 
networks declined com¬ 
ment on current negotia¬ 
tions. 

So far, there has been 
no overt interest shown in 
the Emmys by HBO or ma¬ 
jor basic cable networks, 
such as Turner’s TNT or 
TBS.

O Promoter Kenyohn Clark sues 
O R&B singer and booking agent 
to pay more than $156,000 for 
blotched 2008 New Year’s Eve 
concert, says Maryland judge 


A Maryland judge has or¬ 
dered R&B singer Ne-Yo 
and his booking agent to 
pay more than $156,000 in 
damages because the per¬ 
former failed to appear at 
a 2008 New Year’s Eve con¬ 
cert in Washington state. 

Anne Arundel County 
Circuit Judge Philip Ca- 
room ordered the pay¬ 
ment Tuesday after a 
four-day trial in late July 
and early August. 

Promoter Kenyohn 
Clark sued Ne-Yo, whose 
real name is Shaffer 
Smith, and promoter Mike 
Esterman, who is based in 
Maryland. The judge ruled 
in favour of Clark, who 


claimed that Esterman 
misled him and failed to 
return a $95,000 deposit. 

Court documents show 
Ne-Yo testified at trial that 
he knew in his “heart of 
hearts” that the deposit 
should have been re¬ 
turned. 

Jason Brino, Clark’s at¬ 
torney, says his client was 
“basically public enemy 
No. 1” after the botched 
concert and abandoned 
the promotion business to 
take a job as a military 
contractor. Attorneys for 
Ne-Yo and Esterman did 
not respond to messages 
seeking comment.

“Food is so much 
about fun and who would¬ 
n’t want a tequila sunrise 
marinated chicken, right? 
And so many of the 
flavours in a tequila sunrise 
cocktail are the same 
flavours that we would use 
in, for example, a mari¬ 
nade.”

He sprinkled sake over

And don’t worry, the al¬ 
cohol cooks away in the 
heat.

► "But that said, one of my 
favourite marinades is a 
Jack Daniels and coke mari¬ 
nade that I use on a pork 
chop," she said. 

> Other flavours she likes are 
vodka-based marinades for 
fish, pork, beef or even 
grilled fruit, and rum-based 
soaks for grilled fruits, sum¬ 
mer veggies, shellfish, tuna, 
chicken or pork.
